Six  out  of  every  ten  students 
who  enter  a college  this  autumn 
probably  won’t  graduate  from 
it,  says  the  editors  of  Changing 
Times,  the  Kiplinger  Magazine. 

Marks  are  one  reason.  Bui 
many  youngsters  with  above- 
average  grades  will  quit,  too. 
Money  is  their  problem.  Quite 
a few  students  have  enough  for 
the  first  year  and  then  bog 
down,  unable  to  obtain  scholar- 
ships and  unwilling  to  borrow. 
Those  who  quit  seldom  go  back. 

Publicly  supported  schools 
lose  more  students  than  the  pri- 
vate colleges,  probably  because 
many  state  colleges  are  required 
by  law  to  admit  all  high  school 
graduates  in  the  state.  Among 
the  private  schools  the  best 
known  suffer  the  most,  probab- 
ly because  they  cost  so  much. 

But  it  is  maintained  by  the 
University  of  Kaxlsas,  that  it 
would  not  be  wise  to  reduce 
dropouts  by  limiting  admissions. 
In  a graduating  class  of  1,006 
students,  208  scored  below  av- 
erage in  tests  given  their  fresh- 
man year.  Had  they  not  been 
admitted,  the  loss  would  have 
included  40  teachers,  22  engin- 
eers, seven  lawyers,  seven  doc- 
tors and  seven  pharmacists. 
Most  of  the  graduates  entered 
professions  in  which  they  were 
badly  needed.

THE  FOLLOWING  technical 
terms  and  their  definitions 
should,  therefore,  be  thoroughly 
understood — memorized,  if  nec- 
essary— by  all  incoming  fresh- 
men. Otherwise  much  confus- 
ion and  wasted  time  may  result. 
Here,  then,  are  the  terms: 

1.  Study:  this  is  a complicated 
term  with  a number  of  differ- 
ent connotations  depending'  up- 
on the  situation.  When  used  in 
the  evening,  it  may  mean  “I 
haven’t  got  a date,”  or,  rarely, 
“I’ve  got  a test  tomorrow,  and 
so  far  I haven’t  cracked  the 
book.” 

On  the  other  hand,  when 
used  in  the  afternoon,  the 
term  frequently  means,  “If  I 
drink  another  malt,  I’ll  bust,” 
or,  perhaps,  “I’m  broke.” 

A divergent  translation  has 
also  been  expressed:  e.g.,  “I’d 
like  to,  but  I was  up  real  late, 
last  night,  and  I’ve  got  to  get 
some  rest  for  tonight.”  When 
used  in  the  morning,  there  are  a 
number  of  possibilities.  Among 
these,  the  more  common  are, 
“No,  you  make  the  beds,”  and 
“Hmm!  Ten  minutes  till  class. 
No  time  for  a hamburger.”  Of 
course,  at  any  time  of  day,  the 
term  may  mean,  “I  paid  six- 
fifty  for  this  book.  Might  as  well 
see  what’s  in  it.”  However,  ex- 
perts consider  this  meaning  to 
be  extremely  rare.  “I  paid  ten- 
seventy-five  for  this  book. 
Might  as  well  see  what’s  in  it,” 
is  considered  only  slightly  more 
common. 

Now,  when  it  comes  to  recog- 
nizing the  correct  meaning,  I 
would  suggest  that  only  assid- 
uous study  (oops!)  of  the  con- 
text will  aid  in  interpretation.
